



HAWTHORNE’S GOOD RACING. 

For an off day’s card the racing at Hawthorne 
yesterday was of a high order, the finishes in 
nearly all cases being of a close and exciting 
nature. A large crowd was on band and wit- 
nessed a great day’s sport. The most exciting 
finish occurred in the fourth event, a handicap 
purse of $7C0 at seveu furlongs, Scotch Plaid 
beating Maggie Davis a bead on the poet in a 
striking finish. Gonfalon was supposed to hold 
this race at hie mercy, being held at even 
money in the betting, but the best he could do 
was to run a far off fifth, being outrun from 
start to finish. 

Off to a good start, Maggie Davis rnshed into 
a lead of two lengths in front of Scotch Plaid, 
with Andes third and the rest within hailing 
distance. Nearing the half Maggie Davis still 
clung to her advantage, while Anna Bain had 
displaced Andes in third position. It appeared 
all over the Slosn mare, when straightened for 
home, as she still had a lead of two lengths 
when nearing the last eighth, but along in here 
Scotch Plaid began closing gradually, and in a 
depj ^rate finish got up to and beat her a head 
right on the line. Andes was a poor third seven 
lengths away, Obia met with considerable in- 
terference in the first quarter or she might have 
had a chance to run into third money. How so 
good a horse as Gonfalon could have performed 
BO (babbily is a mystery.

^ they are perfect. 

I MAY RACK AT CLEVELAND. 

I Cleveland is at last to have a glimpse of the 
1 running horse, as a syndicate, headed by ^ 
j Colonel Kidd, has secured the Valley Park 
I track and intends to bold at least a six weeks’ 

I meeting, beginning the latter part of August, 
j Colonel Kidd thinks that Cleveland will make 
I an ideal place fur summer racing and that the 
public there will easily support a meeting of 
that length. If the venture is successful, the 
meeting will be continued indefinitely. 

The Valley Park track was only built a few 
years ago and has been used as a gentlemen’s 
driving park. It is situated in a suburb of 
Cleveland called Newburg, and is said to be an 
ideal spot. 

The meeting will be run as an independent 
track similar to Fort Erie and Windsor, and any 
horse in good standing will be allowed to start. 
Negotiations are in progress with Tom Riley, 
whom the management has selected to wield 
the starter’s flag. Riley will leave for Cleve- 
land tonight and will accept the berth if it does 
not clash with the fall dates for Newport, 
as he has promised to be back there, and be is 
more than anxious to work again for Manager 
Fowler.— Cincinnati Commercial Tribune.

It is reported that Mr. William hissam 
Vanderbilt will maintain a racing stable in this 
eountrv next year. If the report proves to be a 
fact, it will be of no mean importance to the 
American torf. The more men like Mr. Vander- 
bilt ran horses in their own colors and in their 
own name the better it will be fur the sport of 
racing thorooghbreds. It is well for the turf ol 
this or any other country that men who are able 
to indnlge in the sport fur tne spurt’s saxe 
should become torf patrons. Too many stables 
maibtalueO soieiy for iba profit there is in rac- 
ing do not tend to improve tue character of the 
sport. 

Moreover, the more uteu of Mr. Vanderbilt’s 
kind go into racing, the sorer will ha the gnsr- 
antea of the improvement of the American 
thoronghbred. Unce men of this stamp gather 
stables of horses, it nsnally fuLiows that, before 
long, they start breeding estabiishmeoie 
of their own. This was the case witu 
the late Angnst belmont, the late Dun- 
ham Withers, and the late Pierre Dor- 
illard, and is the case with Mr. Whitney, with 
that astute turfman, John K, Madaen, witu 
James R. Keene and many others. There is a 
satisfaction abont racing and wiauiug with 
horses of one’s own breeuing that never comes 
from victories won with horses raised by other 
man. If may be expected, therefore, that, be- 
fore many years have come and gone, one of the 
finest breeding estubiishmeuts lU the Cnited 
Btatas will be owned by William K. Van- 
derbilt. indeed, it looks mnch as if that 
estabiishmeut were ia process of for- 
mation now, Mr. Vanderbilt recently bongbt 
Raima, one of the best of the sons of Hanover, 
for 925, (XW, and it was said at the time of the 
purchase that the yonug stallion was to be 
shipped to France, where Mr. Vanderbilt ai- 
reaUy has a aumber of brood mares, it would 
not be surprising, however, if Mr. Vanderbilt 
had already concluded to keep Raima iu this 
country aud to bring the mares of French breea- 
ing over the ocean. 

Mr. Vanderbilt will find a place already 
warmed and waiting for him when he makeo 
bis appearance as a racer of runniag burses 
next year. The fancy for fast horses is in tue 
Vanderbilt blood, bat William Kissam Vander- 
bilt is the first of fils name to become a patron 
of the ranning tnrf. Ris father and bis 
grandfather had a healthy foadaess for 
the American trotter and the perfection to 
which that particular type of thorough- 
bred has been brought is largely due 
the patronage of Commodore Vanderbilt 
and his son, William H. Vanderbilt, and 
to man like Robert Bonner and Frank Work. 
If WUliam K. Vanderbilt develops a rnnning 
horse equal in merit to that great trotter, 
Mountain Boy, which Commodore Vanderbilt 
owned and drove, or to Bmall Hopes, and Lady 
Mac, or Aldine and Early Ross, or Maud B., 
horses which made the stable of bis father 
famons, ha will prove a sound and commenda- 
ble chip of the old block.— New York Bun.
